The instructor be 
gan the course in life saving with 
this statement: "An important way 
for any girl to be prepared for serv- 
ice in a waterfront emergency is to 
have the knowledge of what to cjp 
and the ability to do it. There are 
some things every person around a 
waterfront should know Calling for 
help and "lying to ;>!ace in thr hands 
of a --frowning person a life buoy, 
a rope, oi a board is the best as-' 
sistance whether or not you are 
wearing a life saving emblem. If 
there is a boat nearby and you are 
able to manage it, you may row to 
the person and let him hold onto 
the stern until safety is reached or 
until other assistance arrives. 


Take Care of Yourself 
"Now, girls, with 
your 
special 
knowledge of swimming you have 
additional responsibility. You should 
perfect your own swimming so that 
in case of need you can safely take 
care of yourself, leaving the person 
who might otherwise have tried to 
help you free to save someone else. 
Here is where your ability to float 
is especially important, for you may 
sometime 
find yourself 
in 
such 
rough water or so far from shore 
that just keeping afloat until help 
comes is better than trying to swim. 
You must be fully able to take care 
of yourself in water before you at- 
tempt to rescue another 
person 
from the water by swimming." 


In the days that followed this he 
demonstrated various carries, ap- 
proaches, defense and release, and 
the recovery of a submerged victim. 
He directed the girls in practicing 
these requirements on each other. 


Before the final test the instructor 
summed up the course thus: "Girls,

drownings

slogan: Row, use a boat if available; 
Throw, a life buoy if no boat is avail- 
able; Go, yourself when equipment 
is not at hand; and Tow, to safety 
by cross chest carry.

Members 
learn to solve problems similar to 
those that arise in adult organiza- 
tions. 


There are no membership dues in 
4-H Club unless the local consti- 
tution calls for a small fee, and all 
project books are given to the local 
clubs free of cost. Because of these 
two facts, boys and girls, who other- 
wise would be barred 
from 
the 
organization, are able to belong, 


4-H work not only requires the 
interests of the members but also of 
the parents. 


Takes Interested Leaders 
It take6 an interested adult leader 
to keep the club going. Extension 
agents and local leaders may kindle 
the flame of 4-H in youth, but it 
takes the backing of the parents to 
keep it burning. 


It is a wise extension agent or local 
leader who explains to parents what 
4-H is all about and its significance 
in the home, to their children, to the 
community, and to the nation. 


As soon as members enroll, they 
are entitled to wear the 4-H mem 
bership button and display the 4-H 
Club membership sticker or 
any 
other 
membership 
insignia. 
The 
name and emblem are protected by 
an act of The Congress of the United 
States of America. 


Not only rural boys and girls are 
given an opportunity to belong to 
4-H; if boys and girls would look 
around them, they would no doubt 
find a club in their community.
